Monday fl 15 October - "Walk East on Beacon" 

A commercial film which illustrates rhe clandestine methods and 
techniques used by the Communists and other services, Cut -outs * dead 
drops , personal meetings, couriers, etc ,, are in evidence as the Soviet 
espionage apparatus attempts a penetration of a highly classified U 0 S 0 
Government project o 

Wednesday j, 17 Octctoer - "Captain Cyr’s Report” 

This is a filmed verbal report made of Captain Oyr's debriefing in 
CSS in 1944, It is a fabulous account which seems incredible as he 
describes his activities in Brittainy in early June, .1944 * Clandestine 
action, espionage, evasion and guerrilla warfare are all recounted as 
well sst Russian Cossack atrocities* Although completely verbal, the 
picture described held the attention for the entire 90 minutes* 

Friday, 19 Octobe r - "Five Fingers" 


A cocEasrclGuL film starring Janes Mason and based on the book, 
"Operation Cicero" by L, Co Moyziseh, German Military Attache la 
Turkey during World War II* As Cicero, valet to the British 
Ambassador, Mason conducts espionage in the British Embassy on 
behalf of the Germans in neutral Turkey, The book, in a pocket 
edition, is available on loan to any of the students P 


Monday, 22 October - "Hell Raiders of the Deep" 

An Italian c omme rcial film with excellent "dubbing-in" of English* 

This concerns the Italian under-water sabotage efforts at Gibralter 
and Alexandria, Egypt, during World War Ho The two-man submersible 
craft employed were later captured by the British who attempted to 
use them in Norway , 

Tuesday, 23 October - "OSS" 

A commercial film starring Alan Ladd and Geraldine Fitzgerald, This 
is a composite account of OSS activities in Europe with emphasis on 
sabotage. Good illustrations of training for clandestine Operations, 
the use of clandestine methods and the employment of clandestine radio 
communications in wartime.
